Florencla Wilking, at Topeka,
who profesecs to be able, by super-
natural senges In an agsumed trance,
to solve mysterles of erime.  All she re-
auires 18 an article, however insignif-
cant, that was on the murdered man's
person at the time of the erime,

The attorneys have recelved from the
female conjurer “an exposgition,” writ-
len on #lx pages of commercial note
paper, In which she clalms to have ob-
talned a revelutionof themystery, Some-
what to thelr gurprise, she pietures the
seene of the murder with accuracy, and
also the personal features of the vietim
and hig npesailant. She describes the
assgamsin’a fllght from the ranch where
the murder occurred to this city, his
vielt tooa galoon, and glves the direction
of his dgappearance, Her story coln-
